Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘llllllll 4

Act of 2022’’. 5

SEC. 2. SMOKE DETECTORS IN FEDERALLY ASSISTED 6

HOUSING. 7

(a) PUBLIC HOUSING, TENANT-BASED ASSISTANCE, 8

AND PROJECT-BASED ASSISTANCE.—The United States 9
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Housing Act of 1937 (42 U.S.C. 1437 et seq.) is amend-1

mon area in a project containing such a dwell-16

ing unit. 17

installation and maintenance of smoke detectors in hous-7

ing that requires standards that are more stringent than 8

the standards described in the amendments made by this 9

section.

SEC. 3. FIRE SAFETY EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM. 11

date of the enactment of this Act, complete a national edu-14

cational campaign that educates the general public about 15

health and safety requirements in housing and how to 16

properly use safety features in housing including, self-clos-17

ing doors, smoke detectors, and carbon monoxide detec-18

tors. 19

  3. Fire safety educational program 
  (a) In general The Secretary of Housing and Urban Development shall, not later than 1 year after the date of the enactment of this Act, complete a national educational campaign that educates the general public about health and safety requirements in housing and how to properly use safety features in housing including, self-closing doors, smoke detectors, and carbon monoxide detectors. 
  (b) Authorization of appropriations There is authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary of Housing and Urban Development to carry out this subsection, $2,000,000 for fiscal year 2023.
